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THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS FOR MARCH. 


Ovr total foreign trade during the past month exceeded 
that of March, 1890, for although there was a decrease of 
about 24 per cent. in the imports, our exports increased by 
nearly 8 percent. This result must certainly be considered 
satisfactory, and it is to be hoped it will do something 
towards reassuring those who seem apt to take too gloomy a 
view of the situation, and to fear that we have reached the 
highest point of a cycle of prosperity, and therefore nothing 
but retrogression can ensue. ‘There is no doubt that recent 
events have been such as to check the development of both 
our internal and our foreign trade. It is perhaps surprising 
that their effects have not shown themselves more severely. 
But there is no evidence that the position is one for grave 
apprehension, and, at all events, that view of the situation 
is not borne out by the returns as to our foreign trade. In 
comparing the figures for March this year with last 
year it must be borne in mind that March, 1890, was some- 
what at adisadvantage, owing to the interruption to the 
flow of trade caused by the Liverpool shipping strike. But, 
on the other hand, we had in the past month to bear the

did not fall until April. ‘The returns for the first quarter 
of the year are now complete, and we find that, in spite of 
the very unfavourable nature of the January statement 
caused by exceptionally rough weather, the improvement 
which has oceurred since has resulted in reducing the 
falling-off in imports, compared with last year, to Jess than 
2 yer cent., and in exports to less than 1} per cent. The

The decrease in the month’s imports, as is shown in the 
table above, is spread throughout all groups, except 
manufactured and misceilaneous goods; although there 
were considerable increases in the case of many 
important articles, such as hemp, cotton, tin, zine, 
wheat, sugar, and tea. Dealing first with our imports 
of materials fur use in the manufacturing industries, we see 
from the tables below that, amongst metals, copper, iron, 
and Jead, each decreased during the month, and that all 


metals are lower forthe quarter, although in the case of 
copper the higher price makes the value imported greater, 
in spite of the falling-off in quantity. Much cf the recent 
decline in our imports of copper arises from the civil war 
raging in Chili. Perhaps the most important increase 
during the month in materials for textile manufacture is 
that ofraw cotton already alluded to, but comparatively larger 
and very noticeable increases have taken place in raw silk 
and hemp. Flax, jute, and wool, each show a decline both 
for the month and for the quarter. Some of the falling- 
off in the latter staple, which is almost entirely in 
Australasian descriptions, must this month be attributed 
to accidental causes, for certain shipments have been 
much delayed by adverse winds. Indeed, the wool gales at 
present proceeding in London are probably to be curtailed 
by four or five days, owing to the arrivals at the end of the 
month having been so much smaller than had been antici- 
pated and arranged for. Amongst materials for sundry 
manufacturing industries nearly all show decrease on the 
month, the exceptions being wood, and esparto for paper- 
making.

The decrease in our imports of foodstuffs is owing princi- 
pally to a decline in the Indian corn received. We im- 
ported more wheat than in March, 1890, from every country 
except the United States and Roumania, and the United 
States is the only country from which we imported less 
wheat meal and flour. Of beet sugar the shipments hither 
show some reaction from the declines registered during the 
first two months of the year. In March there were 
increases from all the continental centres. Nearly all the 
cane-producing countries, however, continue to show 
increases in their shipments. We have received 401,000 
ewts from Java during the past quarter, against 150,000 
ewts of sugar in the first quarter of 1890. ‘The increase in 
our imports of tea is principally due to larger receipts from 
China. ‘The figures as to hops are very noticeable in con- 
nection with the scarcity. During the first quarter of 1889 
we imported 41,192 cwts, valued at £124,679 ; during the 
past quarter only 29,643 cwts were imported, but the value 
was £185,414.

Amongst the principal miscellaneous articles imported 
the most noticeable feature is the decline in nitrate of 
soda from Chili, owing to the civil war. ‘I'he imports were 
only 231,035 ewts, worth £96,501 during the month, 
against 659,672 cwts, worth £269,674 in 1890, a difference 
of 65 per cent. in both quantity and value.

On the export side of the account one of the most impor- 
tant features is the large increase shown in our shipments of 
cotton piece goods, although it must be borne in mind that 
in March, 1890, with which comparison is made, the ex- 
ports were very low, and if we compare with March, 1889, 
instead, a decrease during the past month is shown. The 
increased trade has been done with Eastern countries— 
Turkey, China, Egypt, and Bengal, and there is also i- 
crease in the case of Brazil. Woollen exports show con- 
siderable augmentation, in spite of a falling-off in quantity 
taken by the United States. Worsted fabrics show marked 
decline. In metal exports the most noticeable feature 18 
the continued increase in shipments of tin-plates to the 
United States—38,638 tons this March, against 17,240 tons 
last—owing to the efforts to get the goods into the country 
before the McKinley duty comes into operation—next 
July. Other metal descriptions, and especially rail 
material, have suffered a general decrease. Exports of coal 
during the month have been rather greater in quantity, but 
the value is lower.

TRON AND STEEL 
Tuer end of the first quarter of the year finds the iron and 
steel trade of the country in a very depressed and unsatis- 
factory condition. This depression, however, has only 
manifested itself decidedly during the past few weeks, and 
appears somewhat exceptional in its character. During 
January and February trade was quiet, but the fluctuations 
in prices were very small. Scotch pig-iron warrants ranged 
between 47s 11d and 463 4d. Cleveland did not fall 
more than Is perton, but hematitesreceded about 4s per ton. 
During March there was a very smart fall, Scotch warrants 
touching 42s, Cleveland, 38s 6d; and hematite, 47s 6d; 
and all these prices are lower than the minimum figures of 


1890, and only a few shillings above the lowest prices of the 
last thirty years. In 1888 Scotch warrants touched 37s 1d, 
Cleveland, 31s ; and hematite, 40s 7d. 

The fall in prices during the last few weeks may be 
traced to two or three causes. The first was the blowing 
in of the Scotch furnaces, with a reduction in wages to the 
furnacemen of 20 per cent., this giving the assurance of 
cheapened cost; the second cause was the slackening of both 
foreign and home demands, and the third the unsatistactory 
character of the outlook. These causes combined led to 
heavy selling not only by holders, but also by bears, and a 
fall of about 4s per ton took place in the short space of a 
month. ‘This fall has brought prices all round below cost 
of production, and unless there is some considerable relief 
in prices of coal and coke (which means a reduction in 
wages) the loss will be very considerable, and we may 
expect to hear of a further blowing out of furnaces. ‘The 
low prices already reached have caused the Middlesbro’ 
smelters to give notice both to their miners and furnacemen 
of a reduction in wages of 124 per cent. 

The coal trade has so far maintained a strong and healthy 
position, but there are already signs, we think, of a coming 
change. With the great shrinkage in the volume of the 
iron and steel trade, the consumption of coal must be 
decreased, and the laying up of so many steamers must tell 
in another direction. Some reduction in prices of coal and 
coke may therefore be looked for, but there will be a point 
at which the coal proprietors will have to insist upona 
reduction in colliers’ wages; and judging from the late 
action of their leaders, it is to be feared this may cause 
difficulty and some delay, which will retard the fall in 
prices. Since 1881 there has been an advance of 50 to 
60 per cent. in colliers’ wages, and it will take a long and 
severe struggle to bring wages down to their former low 
level, if it is possible at all to get back to so lowa standard. 
The labour question is a very important factor in coal and 
iron, and the future range of prices may be considerably 
influenced thereby. Until, therefore, there is some very 
decided reduction in the cost of coal and coke we cannot 
see how production can go on at present prices. 

It is a very remarkable feature that whilst this fall in 
prices has been going forward, there lias been a very con- 
siderable reduction going on in the stocks of iron in public 
stores. We give the following figures whica show the stock

The decrease is mainly in pig-iron and railway materials, 
the reduction in the former being 91,000 tons, and in the 
latter 130,000 tons. ‘Tin-plates and sheets show an 
increase of 37,000 tons over 1890, owing to the large ship- 
, ments to the United States in anticipation of the higher 
duties which come into force on July 11 under the McKinley 
Bill. The trade with America (except in tin-plates) has 
now shrunk to the very smallest limits, the quantity sent 
| inthe first quarter being only 25,540 tons, whilst 98,909 
tons of tin-plates and sheets were shipped during the same 
period. As is well known, the iron trade of the United States 
| 18 in avery depressed state, and prices there are about the 
lowest ever known; and there are few, if any, indications 
| of an early revival. Mr Carnegie, in an interview reported 
in the /ron Age, expresses his opinion that prices have not 
yet reached bottom, and says: ‘“ We are in for a 
quiet time, and the iron stock manufacturers may 
Safely regard this as an off-year.” Commenting on the 
English situation, he said: “The situation is very 
much as it exists here, and the cause is the same. 
The world is so closely interwoven one part with another, 
that nothing can happen in Europe which cannot affect us 
here, and vice versa. The financial trouble which culminated 
in the Baring disaster is not yet healed. The load has 
been taken upon the shoulders of the leading financial 
houses, but it remains there. The situation is very serious. 
Even if it is all quietly settled without an explosion, we 
cannot look for further railway extensions in any part of 
South America for a good while to come. The loss of 
this market to Great Britain will depress prices, and already 
you see quotations lower and lower. his in its turn will 
affect our market, not so much from direct importation 
of iron and steel as from financial causes. Few new 
bonds can be disposed of, and therefore our railway 
extensions for this year will be very small.” This extract 


sums up the position so fairly that we think it unnecessary 
fur us to say more. 
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THEFT ON SHIP-BOARD. 


Ir does not often happen that underwriters are provided, 
free of all cost or risk to themselves, with a legal decision 
which sets at rest a doubt as to the true meaning of an 
ambiguous wordin the marine policy. The case of 
Steinmann and Co. v. Angier Line, Limited—a dispute 
between shippers and shipowners as to the construction of 
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the bill of lading—just decided in the Court of Appeal 
does, however, afford such an unlooked-for result. ; 

The point which has been exercising the minds of the 
better informed amongst the underwriters is what they 
may be held to mean—or not to mean—by the words in 
which they admit in the policy their liability for the 
perils of, inter alia, “pirates, rovers, thieves,” &e. 
The old text-writers, it is true, explain that by.“ thieves ” 
in this conjunction is to be understood thieves from 
without, violent thieves, not pilferers from within ; and 
this conclusion has derived support from the general 
principle that underwriters are not to be held liable for losses 
which might have been prevented by the exercise on the 
part of the shipowners of such care and vigilance asare in- 
cumbent on them as carriers. ‘I'he point had not, however, 
been before the Courts, and the interpretation of the policy 
was in effect rested on the opinions of the ancient jurists. 
But the American Courts have declared against this inter- 
pretation. A thief, say they, in effect, is a thief, and if the 
grantors of the contract omit to place a limit on the mean- 
ing of this word in the contract, the word must be construed 
against them, and a comprehensive meaning be placed 
upon it. Since this decision American underwriters have 
consequently qualified the term “ thieves” by prefacing it 
by the word “assailing.” The British underwriter has, how- 
ever, continued to rely on the traditional interpretation, 
though feeling of necessity his position by no means so 
secure as he had been brought up to suppose. Fortunately 
for him, the doubt has been incidentally resolved, and in 
underwriters’ favour, by a judgment on the meaning of the 
same word “thieves ” as used in a bill of lading. 

The plaintiffs demanded from the defendant. ship- 
owners, in the case named above, compensation in respect 
of goods stolen from a package accepted by the defendants 
at Liverpool for delivery at Buenos Ayres. Compensation 
was declined. The bill’ of lading, said the shipowners, 
expressly exempted them from all liability for theft ; they 
were not to be liable for loss or damage caused by “......... 
robbers or thieves of whatever kind, whether on board or 
not, by land or sea.” Plaintiffs declined to accept this 
answer, and carried the case into Court. Mr Justice A. L. 
Smith found in their favour, whereupon the shipowners 
appealed, 

ord Justice Bowen delivered the judgment of the Court 
of Appeal, a judgment in which, he observed, Lord Esher 
concurred. His lordship’s judgment was both learned and 
instructive. Referring to the case of ‘laylor v. Liverpool 
and Great Western Steam Co., he said that in this case the 
shipowners had been found liable for theft on board their 
ship (a box of diamonds was stolen bodily) notwithstanding 
that the bill of lading excepted “thieves.” The grounds 0 
this decision were that the word was ambiguous, and that 
this being so, it was for the shipowners to make out clearly 
that it was the intention that it should embrace theft 
generally, and not have merely the ordinary meaning ee ;

only the former class? ‘To answer this question it was 
necessary to fall back on the broad principle constantly 
invoked in the interpretation of contracts of carriage gene- 
rally, viz., that words of general exemption from liability 
are only intended (unless the words are clear) to relieve the 
carrier from liability where there has been no misconduct or 
default on his part or on that of his servants. By this test 
the words relied upon by the shipowners were not, his Lord- 
ship held, sufficiently expressive ; for if it was intended to 
relieve the shipowners from liability for thefts committed 
by persons in the ship’s service, clear and explicit language 
to that effect was indispensable. Lord Justice Fry con- 
curred, adding that a long series of authorities have deter- 
mined that the shipowner cannot relieve himself from his 
oy for the wilful acts of his servants except by express 
words. 

In obtaining this decision the shippers are certainly to 
be congratulated, for there can be no doubt that the words 
relied upon were intended by the shipowners to cast upon 
| the shippers the consequences of any dishonesty on the 
part of their—the shipowner’s—servants. And it is only 
after careful perusal of the exhaustive judgment of the 
| Court of Appeal that it becomes evident that these words 
fell, as a fact, short of expressing all that the shipowners 
intended them to express. The successful litigants are, 
we say, to be congratulated, whilst the underwriters have 
also good reason to be satisfied with the dicta of Lord 
Justice Bowen. But there the matter is likely to end. For 
the shipowners will without doubt at once set themselves to 
repair the defect in their protective armour which the judg- 
| ment has laid bare, and merchants may rest assured that in 
| any futurecasesof theft by theshipowners’ servants there will 
| be little enough ground on which to support, against the 
terms of the bill of lading, ademand for compensation. As 
| the chief result of the present decision, so far as the future 
is concerned, merchants will, in fact, enjoy the satisfaction 
of knowing that if their property is stolen out of the ship- 
owners’ hands neither shipowner nor underwriter can be 
called upon to make good the loss. Perhaps some Chamber 
of Commerce, if such a matter be not altogether too prac- 
tical to come within its objects, may set itself to consider 
| Whether the interests of merchants are to be kept indefi- 
nitely in this unsatisfactory position. 












, THE OPERATION OF THE McKINLEY TARIFF. 


T HE six months which have elapsed since the McKinley 
Tariff Bill beeame law constitute too short a period to 
admit of anything like a correct conclusion being formed 
as to its effects upon the trade of the country ; but at the 
end of the first haif-year of its operation some statistics 
throwing a little light upon the present results of the Act 
may be given, and may prove, at all events, interesting. In 
the first place, the protective tariff does not appear to have 
any very remarkable effect in checking imports into 

the United States, which, according to the aa returns, 
are higher now than they were last year, before the Act 
came into operation. The figures for the first seven months 
of the commercial year—from July, 1890, to the end of

thither. For the first three of the six months during which 
the Act has been in operation, we have the Official Returns 
of the Board of Trade as to our exports to the United States, 
and these are shown to have amounted to about £7,262,000, 
against £7,618,000, a decrease of a little over 44 per cent. 
In order to obtain the results for the full half-year, how- 
ever, we have compiled a list of our principal exports, 
giving the movement which has taken place in the exports 
of each commodity since the tariff came into operation. 
This statement, it will be seen, shows the total decrease in 
the exports of principal articles during the whole six months 
to have been a little under 44 per cent.—about the same 
rate of decrease as that given in the official returns for all 
goods exported during the first three months.

It is thus evident that our exports to the United States 
have in the case of some branches of industry—such as 
worsted, woollens, and pig-iron—fallen off somewhat seriously 
during the past six months. But in considering this, it is 
necessary to bear in mind the spurt which the tariff gave to 
our trade during the two or three months before it came 
into operation. There was such natural anxiety to get 
goods into the country before the new duty became payable, 
that American traders found themselves at the beginning 
of October with huge stocks piled up on their hands, just 
in the same way as tin-plates are being accumulated now 
in anticipation of the forthcoming duty. These large 
stocks have to be cleared before the traders can turn 
their attention to buying again, and even if the barrier 
of the McKinley imposition was removed to-day, it is 
questionable whether American buyers could afford 
readily to resume their importations. All the decline there- 
fore in our exports to the United States must not be 
attributed unreservedly to the direct action of the 
McKinley tariff. Another point which there is a tendency 
to overlook is the fact that circumstances quite apart from |} 
tariff questions exist which would naturally curtail United 
States imports. ‘The bank failures in New York which 
occurred a short time ago were themselves not so much the 
cause as the effect and the sign of much dislocated credit 
and of a critical commercial position, and business has 
naturally suffered much interference in that direction. In 
fact such considerations as these so complicate the issue,

Charter Parties—The Danube Trade.—From Galatz, 
Mr Consul—General Sanderson writes as follows :—“ Dis- 
cussions frequently arise as to the construction that may 
properly be placed on the following wording, which is com- 
monly adopted in charter parties, ‘to proceed ......... to 
Galatz, and (or) Ibrail, or any other safe place in the Danube 
not higher than Ibrail.’ The recognised meaning of these 
words is that the vessel may be ordered to load part cargo 
at Galatz and part at Braila, or that she may be ordered to 
oad an entire cargo at Galatz or at Braila, or at any other 
safe place in the Danube not higher than Braila. But the 
merchant will frequently contend that by this wording he 
1s entitled to order the vessel to load part cargo at Galatz 
and part at any other safe port in the Danube not higher 
than Braila, in the order that suits him best, and this more 
especially, though not exclusively, when freights have 
fallen since the charter party was concluded, and there is a 
cancelling clause by which the merchant has the option of 
cancelling the charter unless the vessel be ready to receive 
cargo by a certain day. Thus on a vessel arriving at Galatz 
Within a short time of her cancelling date, the merchant 
imay order her to Kilia, where he has practically no 
cargo for her, on the chance that she may not reach that 
Kk in time, and that, supposing that she does arrive at 

ilia before her cancelling date, he can then load a few 
quarters there, and order her back to Galatz to complete 
her cargo. No doubt it can be pointed out to the merchant 
that where such an option is intended to be given the 
charter party is worde differently, and in a new form of 
charter party, which appears to have been adopted lately, 
several defects have been remedied: yet the wording 
mentioned above has been retained, and it would seem that 
some slight change, such, for instance, as ‘to Galatz and 
(or) Braila, or to any other safe place, &c.,’ would render 
the clause less open to misconstruction. Freights on 
cargoes of coal are also a fruitful source of disagreement.

London,’ or to insert * irrespective of custom.’ ‘The chief | 
feature of the new form of charter party alluded to above | 
is that freight from the Danube and Black Sea will in future 
be payable on weight, instead of on the basis of tallow, or | 
the Imperial quarter, the resuli being that heavy grain, | 
such as ‘cinquantina’ maize, will pay proportionately | 
somewhat more, while such grain as light barley will obtain | 
a certain advantage.” Another question affecting ship | 
agents is thus dealt with by Mr Veequeray, a vice-consul at | 
Sulina. “ Reference was made in the report for the year 
1889 to the difficulties to which a shipmaster is put at | 
Sulina, and to the loss of time which often occurs to | 
the ship in cases where the owners allow a_ clause | 
to be inserted in the charter party by which the | 
ship’s business is entrusted to some particular agent. It | 
was pointed out that this clause is generally put in by the | 
brokers at Galatz or Ibraila, who desire that their repre- | 
sentatives at Sulina should have the ship’s business, and | 
that nearly all ship agents at Sulina are also agents for | 
merchants established at up-river ports. Thus it frequently | 
occurs that the agent is acting at the same time both for | 
the ship and for the merchants, and two instances were | 
given to show how the ship often suffers from one firm | 
being entrusted with two such conflicting interests. It 
has been remarked that it is not easy to find a remedy for 
this evil, but it is possible for the owner to decline to allow 
the clause mentioned above to be inserted in the charter 
party, and, in the event of the owner not being acquainted 
with a firm of ship agents at Sulina, to give authority to 
the master to choose his own agent on arrival, always pro- 
vided that he does not put the ship’s business into the 
hands of the merchant’s agent. Advocates of the dual | 
agency argue that the ship saves expenses by the system, 
and on the face of it this argument seems to be sound, but 
in practice the system does not appear to answer so far as 
the ship is concerned.” 


French Shipping Bounties.—Jn his report on the trad 
of Havre, Consul-General Bernal says the question of the | 
bounties given to navigation and shipbuilding — have | 
necessarily attracted much attention in that town, and 
their prolongation for twelve months, from January 30, 1891 
(that being the termination of the ten years fur which 
they were voted), was very favourably received. — That 
they will be renewed for another term of years 1s most 
probable, as is the limitation of the bounty to vessels 
constructed in France. It is, the Consul-General thinks, 
less probable that they will be extended, as some people 
wish, to those vessels engaged in the home trade. 
The total amount now paid under these two heads is 
about 12,000,000f (£480,000), In 1888 the sums paid 
were—for ships built in France, 2,216,959f; for navigation 
of French-built vessels, 6,689,698f ; and for foreign-built 
ones, 1,501,761f. ‘I'he Consul-General concludes on this 
subject as follows :—‘“ It is difficult to make an estimate of 
what the effect of these bounties has been on the !’rench 
merchant navy, the tonnage of the fleets of the ‘ Compagnie 
Générale ‘Trausatlantique, and of the ‘ Messageries 
Maritimes,’ who receive subventions, but not bounties, 
having notably increased ; but, bearing this in mind, it may 
be mentioned that, while the tonnage of French sailing 
vessels fell from 676,894 tons in 1879 to 434,289 tons in 
1889, that of steamers increased from 255,959 tons to 
492,684 tons in the same period, and the proportion of the 
trade done in French ports by the French flag rose from 
33°4 per cent. to 38°7 per cent.”
